Paiticulars of the Evacuation of Port an Prince, 
L’Archaye, &c, 


On the 7h of May, the town was evacuated by a part of 
the cuzens and their flaves. Onthe 8th it was evacuared 
Ly the Goeps of the line by way of Fort Bizoton, The 
evening of the faine day, the troops of the French republic. 
took poficflion of Port au Prince, which was illuminated 
Curing the whole night, and in view ef the convoy, which 
§aried the oe xt morning, forming a feet of 196 fail, exclu- 


five of the fhips of the line and frigates. A part of the 
convoy arrived the fame evening a: St Marc, and efier takin 
on board the greater part of the troops, and particularily 
all the cavalry, fet fail for Jereume. The remasnder of the 
convoy arsived a the Mole on the morning of the 1 oth, 

The evacuation was conduted with the greaiclt order as 
well at Port au Prnee as at Archaye, Croix des Bonquets 
and St Mare. Geu Matiland bad taken the wilelt precau- 
tions, and had even caufed 15 complete rauons for every 
white and flave to be provided and put on board the veflels. 

Qa the goth of May Gen Youtfaint fent a cartel to Si 
Nichola Mole to requeit that Gen Maitland, (fince he 
would not permit any American veffel to enter Port au 
Prince) would fend bim dry goods m-Englith veffels. He 
alfo requefled him to caule fuch (perlons who had fullow- 
ed the Englith army) as were indebied to thole that 
had remained at Post au Prince, to pay their debts; and 
on bis part he engaged to dothe lame wath reipect to thole 
at Port au Prince who were indebied to any perfons at the 
Mole or at Jeromic,

ADVICES FROM FRANCE 

On Sunday two geatiemen, Metis Hopkins and Lee, 
arsived at Marblehead from France, and yeilerday pro- 
ceeded ou their rout to Philadelphia, having difpaiches 
from the Ameucan Envoys, Tity were in a veilel from 
Bordeaux bound to the .foushward; bat meeting with a 
Marbiehead Fifherman, they went on board her, in ex 
pectauoa of arving fooner at the feat of government 
Thele gentlemen dined and fupped with the Envoys on 
the 8.b of March, who informed them there was not the 
leait hope of etic Ging aa accommodation, that the Direc. 
tory would noi relax in them demands, and that they were 
de crmined to leave France immediately That they may 
theretore fhortly be expected in America. Mr Pinckuey 
and Mr Marthail had been treated very casalierly while 
in Paris; the Duedtory pretending, that the fending of 
them was an ialult, becaule the firlt had been once rejré- 
ed, and the other known to be in the Englith intereft ; 
bui Mr Gerry (whothey fay was feat metely.1o make the 
others acceptable) bad been ticated with more civility 

At the fame tine the utmolt harmony had fubfitted be- 
tween all three, and they had aéted perfeétly together in 
every thing, 

Thele geatlemen further inform that the new ele@ions 
in Fiance were going oa while they were on their way 
from Paris to Bourdeaux ; and, that thefe might not iffue 
ia a manoer contrary to the views of the Due€tory, 2 ge- 
ucral imprifonmeat took place at once of all who were 
fup poled to be unfriendly to them, 

They further fay, tha: there is no dqubt that the people 
are heartrly fick of the war and of the government ; bat 
that the Diueétory controul every thing by the immente 
miliary force which they have accumulated, and which 
they moft punétuaily and liberally maiatained from an 
ample ireafury, 

The preperstions for the invafion of England, they fay, 
are beyond ail conception, and wear a ferious afpeét. The 
army deftined to this expedition was fuppofed to confit of 
150,000 men or more; and it was faid they would pro- 
ceed in fevera! diviiions, and to different points, reckoning, 
upon the calculation of chauces, that if one failed, another 
would fucceed, Buonaparic, as we lave often beard, was 
to be the commander-in-chicf.
